Noticed Week Later.

notice any soreness until a week 
later when he and Mrs. Nixon 
and their two children and 
Attorney General William P.

Russell (Dem.), Georgia, leader 
of the Southern foes of civil 
rights legislation, said he sees 
no reason for trying to revive 
the measure. 

Tax Relief Measure.

Congress sent to the White 
House yesterday legislation that 
would provide tax relief esti- 
a year for certain American cor- 
perations operating abroad. 


The legislation, a compromise 
between differing bills passed 
earlier by House and Senate, 
swept through both chambers by 
voice vote. President Eisenhower 
did not request the iegislation. 

The tax relief would be pro- 
vided by allowing companies 
operating in more than one for- 
eign country to consolidate all 
of their foreign earnings for 
purposes of determining the 
limit on their foreign tax credit. 

American corporations now 
deduct as a credit against their 
52 per cent United States in- 
come tax any income taxes paid 
to foreign governments. This 
credit now must be computed on 
a country-by-country basis. The 
bill would eliminate this disad- 
vantage.

sightings of a mysterious ufi- 


dentified object circling the 
earth were reported yesterday.

MONTREAL, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
Dr. Albert Sobel of the Brook- 
lyn (N.Y.) Jewish hospital says 
he thinks he has found a way 
to build up an 80-per cent im- 
munity to radioactive strontium. 

Dr. Sobel, a specialist on bone 
metabolism, told a joint meet- 
ing of the Canadian Society for 
Clinical Chemistry and the 
American Society for Clinical 
Chemists last night that dosage 
with stable strontium, which is 
not radioactive, seems to be 
the answer. 

‘Bone crystals,” he explained, 


“are composed of millions of tiny |

particles that have a terrific re- | 


tentive power, 


the bone, bringing about a can- 


cerous condition. To prevent this | 


we fed animals stable strontium, 
which coats the bone crystals.” 

He said that in four such ex- 
periments an 80 per cent reduc- 
tion in radioactive retention was 
effected. 

He said the treatment will be 
tested next fall on a group of 
human beings.

It was a cold night in Janu- 
ary that he lost his eye. He 
was trotting zig-zag through 
the woods when his keen ears 
picked up the noise of a buck 
walking through the dry leaves.

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NIXON, KENNEDY 
BOTH ASSAILED 
BY KRRUSHCHEY 


MOSCOW, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev said 
yesterday that United States 
presidential candidates Richard 
M. Nixon and John Kennedy 
look the same—equally undesir- 
able—to the Communist world. 

“They are a pair of boots,” he | 
said. ‘“‘Which is better, the right 


or left boot? It would be diffi- 
cult to distinguish between 
them.” 

Khrushchev called Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon and Senator Kennedy 
“lackeys of monopoly capital” 
who are trying to outdo each 
other in their anti-Communist | 
blasts. | 

Khrushchev, addressing a | 
luncheon party at a Hungarian | 
industrial exposition, said he | 
wanted to give his appraisal of | 
the two men “‘in order to put an 
end to talks that I favor one | 
presidential candidate and not 
the other.” 

Of the two, the Premier said, 
he knew less about Kennedy, 


having only talked with him | 


briefly in Washington on his 
United States tour last year. 
Khrushchev said he would 
prefer a Communist to be elec- 
ted President of the United 
States, ‘‘but conditions have not 
yet matured for this, But tomor- 
row they will mature. When this 
tomorrow will come, within how 
many years it will come—that 
is another question. But it is 
bound to come because the fu- 
ture is with Communism.” 
Nixon, Khrushchev said, 
“wants to be the first genius 
of the capitalist world who 
shows how Communism can be 
destroyed.’ Then he said it is 
possible Nixon’s children, and 


live under Communism. 


This, he said, will be brought 
about not by the Russians but 
“by the working class, the work- 
ing farmers, the working intel- | 
lectuals of the United States.” 

He added: ‘The best period in 
our relations with the United 
States of ‘America was the 
period when (Franklin D.) 
Roosevelt was President, and 
we highly revere his memory.” 

Khrushchev said Nixon and 
President Eisenhower have the | 
same policy—‘‘and if Nixon be- 
comes President, this President 
will not be better than Ejisen- 
hower and hence the results 
will evidently be the same.”

to’most people who are con- 
cerned about foreign affairs. Yet 
there was no sign in 1955 that 
our Government had any under- 
standing of what was happening 
in Africa. We had only a hand- 
ful-of people trained in Africa. 
We knew very little about it. 


“AS LATE as 1958, when sud- 
denly Guinea was free and on 
her.own, we waited, as we said 
in the State Department, for the 
dust to settle. Well, what hap- 
pened after the dust had settled? 
The. dust settled and there we 
saw. East Germany, Communist 
Poland, Communist Russia, 
Czechoslovakia practically occu- 
pying the country before we 
could even get an ambassador 
over there. 

“We-still have no policy in re- 
gard to Africa. We don’t even 
have an honest reaction to 
Africa. We react to what the 
Russians are about to do in 
Africa. We react to what the 
Belgians do in Africa, or the 
Frénch. 


“T could do this same thing in 
Latin America or the Middle 
East. The situations have grown 
up and developed and this Ad- 
ministration has not seemed to 
understand it. Then when they 
have blown into a full-blooded 
crisis, they rush over here to 
Congress to try to get some 
quick program and a few mil- 
lions of dollars to do this, that 
or the other thing. 


“We ask them: What are you’ 


going to do with the money? 
How are you going to spend it? 
They don’t really know. They 
haven’t thought it through yet.” 


BOWLES, who was the Ameri- 
can ambassador to India before 
his electicn to Congress’ said 
that for the past two vears this 
country had been obsessed with 
Khrushchev when we_ should 
have developed new programs 
with fresh :deas for Africa, 
Latin America, India and the 
Middle East. 


“We can do something about 
ourselves,” he advised. ‘We 
can improve our educational 
System. We can get our econ- 
Omy moving. Let’s break this 
hypnotic spell Mr. Khrushchev 
has fastened on us... We can’t 
do much about him. We can do 
a great deal about other things. 

“One of the first things I think 
we should do is to strengthen 
our defenses, which 1 think are 
a bit too weak. But this is only 
a means to an end. The iarger 
entl is peace, and this peace will 
only come gradually as we build 
it-brick by brick through better 
relationships with the rest of the 
world.” 

The same old errors, he said, 
were being made over and over 
again by the people who basical- 
ly do not understana “the revo- 
lutionary, explosive, new kind of 
world in which we are moving, 
for. better or worse—and maybe 
for worse.” 

He added, “Let’s get some 


ASKED WHETHER he did not 
think that Vice President Nixon 
had more experience in foreign 
affairs than Senator Kennedy, 
he “asked, “Experience in what?”

“I. DON’T MEAN simply mil- 
itary strength. But I would like 
to have the world by next April 
and May feeling that something 
important had happened here in 
America, that there was a new 
sense of leadership and direc- 
tion, a new sense of confidence 
and boldness and an affirmative 
understanding of this promising, 
but very dangerous world into 
which we’re moving. 

“And I think as that greater 
confidence developed, that feel- 
ing that America is coming alive 
after all; it is going to show us 
this kind of leadership and 
strength and understanding, and 
initiative. I think from that 
kind ef a base that we could 
talk much more effectively with 
Mr. Khrushchev and hi _ friends. 


In a pitch for nominee Ken- 
nedy, Bowles pointed out that 
the Senate certainly would be 
Democratic in the next Con- 
gress and the House almost cer- 
tainly. 

‘‘With Mr. Nixun in the White

A Permanent U.N. Force 

The disorder and delay in re- 
cruiting an emergency force to 
keep the law and establish peace 
in the Congo once again emphasize 
the dire necessity for a permanent 
United Nations police force. 

In turning over the Congolese ap- 
peal for United States troops to the 
United Nations our Government 
must be commended. But is it not 
time that this country realized the 
necessity for a recognized perma- 
nent United Nations police force 
and started to advocate its crea- 
tion? 

Had such a permanent organiza- 
tion been in existence, there would 
have been less excuse for Belgium 
to dispatch paratroopers and less 
opportunity for the U.S.S.R. to seek 
to inject its troops. 

A U.N, Emergency Force was 
created in 1956 to deal with the 
cessation of hostilities after the 
Suez incident. This force is still 
policing boundaries between Israel 
and Egypt. And now in 1960, one 
is created to meet a crisis in the 
Congo. 

But what if a permanent peace 
force had been created during these 
four years for dispatch immediately 
upon call by the Security Council or 
the General Assembly of the U.N.? 

Such a force could have been sent 
to Hungary to save the heroic gains 
of a brave people who called in 
vain for help from the United Na- 
tions. 

Such a force could have handled 
the Lebanese situation of 1958 with 
less damage to international rela- 
tions than occurred with the entry 
of United States forces. 

Permanent police are needed in 
every country to maintain law and 
order. Equally, they are needed 
on the world level to maintain 
world law and world order. Ht is 
time we got on with the estab- 
lishment of such an organization.

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The Success That Failed 


The passengers the airlines took away from 
the railroads are not paying off up there 
either. This year the 12 trunk airlines, which 
altogether earned nearly $59,000,000 in 1959, 
lost nearly $5,000,000 in the first six months. 
The railroad crisis of two years ago has been 
replaced by the airlines crisis of 1960. Surely 
this shows the imbalance of our over-all do- 
mestic transportation system and the increas- 
ingly serious necessity for tackling the trans- 
port problem whole: rail, air, barge, bus, 
truck and pipeline. 


It may even be that the long-standing dream 
of winning the automobile passenger away to 
some other form of transportation is illusory. 
More American traveling is done by car tha. 
by any other medium, and perhaps it will al- 
ways be so. If that is the case, then the 
modes of public transportation are engaged 
in the questionable game of borrowing from 
Peter to pay Paul. The bothersome part of 
the business is that no one knows what part 
in the whole picture each mode of transport 
must play if all modes are to play their parts 
successfully and solvently. And a solvent, 
successful transportation system is indispensa- 
ble both to our country’s peacetime prosperity 


‘and to its defense in event of emergency. 


* . * 


In some respects the airlines are suffering 
from the same ills as the railroads. There 
are too many competing lines—five between 
Chicago and New York, six between New 
York and Detroit, six between Boston and New 
York. There are too many unoccupied seats 
—40 per cent on the airlines so far chis vear. 
Both media are in need of increased freight, 
the airlines direly so: freight now supplies 
only 6 per cent of their revenue. 


_ These problems have been enlarged to criti- 
cal mass by the further problems attendant 
upon the advent of the jet age. The tremen- 
dous cost of converting to the newer and 
faster means of propulsion has been revolu- 
tionary. Some of the financial problems 
which are now beaming at the airlines from 
all directions may be solved, or at least alle- 
viated, by reducing the number of competi- 
tors on the same route: a parallel action to 
the railroad merger movement. Flights which 
run at too low a level of occupancy should 
be considered for suspension, in the same 
way that the 1958 Transportation Act eased 
the way for railroads to abandon unprofit- 
able runs. 
° * ~ 


But the ever-normal crisis status of our 
national transport should be making it as 
plain as day that airline problems are insep- 
arable from railroad problems. So far the 
various types of carriers have been behaving 
as though taking business away from each 
other was a sure avenue to success—but the 
airlines have taken passenger business away 
from railroads at a phenomenal clip, and what 
they have got is not success but a deficit. 


The only approach to-the problem that can 
really be expected to work well, it seems to 
us, is through a rationale that every mode of 
transport should perform those services it 
can perform most economically and most sat- 
isfactorily. Airlines have a special advantage 
in their high speed, barges in their low cost, 
railroads in their ability to haul heavy loads 
relatively quickly, and so on. The division 
of work that follows the lines of these inher- 
ent advantages is the one that will be best 
for the country, for customers, and in the 
long run, we believe, for the transportation 
industries themselves.

Distinguished Service? 


It is unfortunate that the American Bar 
Association could not have found a more suit- 
able recipient for its distinguished service 
award than Senator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia. 
Senator Byrd hardly rendered the country a 
distinguished ser¥ice by appearing before the 
A.B.A. convention in Washington to attack 
the Supreme Court for its “usurpation of 
power” under Chief Justice Warren. 


Senator Byrd, of course, is mad at the 
Court because of its 1954 unanimous decision 
outlawing racial segregation in the public 
schools. The Virginia political boss-was the 
author of his state’s now-dead “massive re- 
sistance” to integration. He could not be 
expected to agree with the court, but for him 
to tell some 7000 lawyers and judges from 
this country and abroad that “the Warren 
court is undermining our system of govern- 
ment and sapping our national strength” is 
silly. Particularly when the opposite is true. 
It is a puzzling award, indeed. 


Hands Off Africa 


With the Congo. slipping into civil war, the 
least other governments can do is to refrain 
from involvement. The United States and 
the Soviet Union especially would do well to 
follow the advice of Senator Mansfield by 
agreeing to maintain no military eases in 
Africa. 

Senator Mansfield also speaks wisely, we 
think, in warning against establishment of a 
new “cold war front” in Africa. He would 
have the United Nations assume responsibili- 
ty for all military aid and training missions. 
He urges that economic aid be supplied by 
an international fund to which our govern- 
ment, Russia, Europe, and the rest of the 
world would each contribute one fourth. 


These are thoughtful proposals. Even 
though they would involve ultimate with- 
drawal from American bases in Morocco and 
Libya, whereas the Russians would not have 
to withdraw from anything, the plan deserves 
consideration. The continuing value or need 
of African bases has already been questioned, 
and we are committed to leave some of them 
soon anyway. Surely the desirability of avoid- 


ing a big-power scramble for Africa is self- 
evident. 


But enlargement of the U.N. role in the 
Congo may be very difficult in view of Congo- 
lese hostility to that body. The U.N. may 
have trouble enough keeping its present force 
on the spot. The force was sent to the Congo 
under a Security Council resolution of July 14 
to render “such military assistance as may be 
necessary until the national security forces 
may be able to fully meet their tasks.” This 
was clarified on Aug. 9 by a stipulation that 
the U.N. force should not be used to influence 
the outceme of any internal conflict. 

Legally an internal matter, a spreading 
civil war could set the Congo back a century. 
It could tempt Russia to intervene. .It would 
be a disaster for Africa and perhaps a threat 
of war to the whole world. If the Congo 
still were a colony, the mandate principle— 
originated by the League of Nations and taken 
over by the U.N.—could be applied. But the 
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Congo has a sovereign government, no mat- 
ter how weak. 

These difficulties are the best argumeris 
for the Mansfield proposal which would keep 
the strong powers from grievously complicat- 
ing matters while the statesmen of the world 
face the new challenge to their ingenuity 
and their wisdom. 


Optimism Over GATT 


The fifth World Tariff Conference under 
the auspices of the 37 contracting parties to 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) opens in Geneva Thursday in an 1“t- 
mosphere of optimism, which in itself is a 
bit unusual for an international meeting these 
days. Real progress toward freer world.trade 
is expected, partly because foreign exchange 
reserves are better distributed. This has 
brought about a lifting of restrictions on dol 
lar imports. 

The subjects to be dealt with by the GATT 
negotiators are infinitely complex and the 
sessions are’ expected to run well into 
next summer. The United States delegation 
(and those of the other countries) has spent 
much time in preparation. The United States 
Tariff Commission and the Committee on 
Reciprocity Information have held hearings 
this summer to make sure domestic manufac- 
turers would not be injured by concessions 
expected to be offered on thousands of items. 

Adding to the complexity of the bargaining 
at the coming meetings will be the procedure 
of working into the existing framework of 
agreements the relatively new European Com- 
mon Market, the so-called Inner Six—France, 
West Germany, Italy, Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg. The Six will negoti- 
ate as a unit in the conference. Representa- 
tives of the rival European Free Trade Asso- 
ciation (the Outer Seven) will negotiate sep- 
arately, and it remains to be seen how much 
influence this bloc, not strictly a customs 
union, will exert. Britain is the major mem- 
ber of the Seven, the others being Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, Switzerland, Austria and 
Portugal. 

The United States delegation is hopeful 
that in the pulling and hauling between the 
Six and the Seven discrimination against 
United States imports, which both groups in 
effect impose, will be diminished. The United 
States export-import picture has been improv- 
ing for about a year, but 1960 exports will fall 
more than a billion dollars short of the sum 
this country will spend abroad. Further im- 
provement should be shown as a result of the 
expected new agreements. 

The importance of GATT has risen with the 
continuation of the cold war. The North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization was formed be- 
cause the nations learned their separate de- 
fense problems were intertwined. GATT pro- 
vides a medium for common defense against 
Communist economic competition. The forth- 
coming negotiations are not likely to make 
many headlines, but they are of basic im- 
portance nonetheless. 


Victory in the Watersheds | 
Passage or the Coldwater and Gravois 
creek trunk sewer bond issues represents the 
all-important first step toward protecting the 
health of large numbers of St. Louis county 
residents and opening up the two watersheds 
for more intensive development. The whole 
St. Louis metropolitan area stands to benefit. 
The surprisingly lop-sided victory margin 
in Gravois creek, where two somewhat smaller 
proposals were defeated in 1958, evidently 
grew out of arrangements worked out by 
Sewer District officials and builders regard- 
ing money put up by home owners and placed 
in escrow for sewer treatment facilities. Some 
3000 home owners stood to get $200 each in 
cash refunds if the proposal passed; another 
2000 were promised $100 each front these 
funds. In Coldwater creek where the vote 
from Florissant provided the victory margin 
about $1,300,000 in escrow money belonging 
to Florissant residents will be used to pay 
their bond charges for the next 10 years. 
The task of clearing the two watersheds of 
pollution now rests with the Metropolitan 
Sewer District. All those who voted for the 
proposals will hope that construction of the 
two sewers gets the top priority it deserves. 


Mr. Nixon’s Infection 


Americans of whatever political persuasion 
will sympathize with Vice President Nixon, 
as they would with any individual stricken 
with an illness at a critical time in his career. 
Everyone will wish him a speedy and complete 
recovery from an infected left knee, so that 
he may resume without physical handicap his 
campaign for the Presidency. 

Mr. Nixon’s press secretary, Herbert G. 
Klein, says the Vice President was admitted 
to Walter Reed Army Hospital in Washington 
as a precautionary measure to prevent per- 
manent injury to the knee. Mr. Nixon was 
wise to take this precaution; yet the decision 
to rest for two weeks must have been a diffi- 
cult one for a person of the Vice President’s 
drive and ambition. It underlines the fact 
that the infection is of a type which some- 
times causes serious trouble. 

The Republican candidate was hospitalized 
just 10 weeks before the Nov. 8 election, 
which means that he will miss one fifth of the 
period left for active campaigning. He has 
been forced to cancel a number of scheduled 
appearances. Meanwhile, his Democratic 
rival, Senator Kennedy, will be going ahead 
with plans made before Mr. Nixon’s hospi- 
talization. He will launch his campaign for- 
mally on Saturday in Anchorage, Alaska, and 
stump California, Washington, Oregon and 
Michigan before reaching Detroit for a Labor 
Day address to a union rally, 

Mr. Nixon is an exceedingly resourceful 
man and may find a way to campaign from 
his sickbed. If not, he still will have eight 
weeks in which to spell out his ideas. That 
really should be time enough. 


No Excuse for Dollarway 

The lesson which the Dollarway, Ark., 
school district takes away from the Federal 
Court of Appeals here is one that the South 
generally is having to learn. That lesson is 
that state pupil placement laws may be con- 
stitutionally valid, byt they must be fairly 
applied. Dollarway acted under an Arkansas 
placement law which the courts previously 
upheld. But the manner in which Dollarway 
acted, the appeals court found, would leave 
the schools racially segregated. Standards of 
placement, in short, cannot be misapplied to 
deny constitutional rights to equal education. 
The Dollarway decision is another warning 
against segregationist obstructionism.

OSCAR HAMMERSTEIN day end that was enough 
to make a great song out of. Of our great and uniquely 
American artists, only Thornton Wilder matched Hammerstein 
in being able to find and give expression to the wondrous gift 
of being alive. “Oh, What a Beautiful Mornin’” is far from 
the greatest of Hammerstein songs, but it may be the most 
typical and it’s also a historic song—it’s the first song he 
wrote with Richard Rodgers.

It was an honest song and that is the mark of a 
great song writer. We have many subtle, tricky, witty 
lyricists but Oscar Hammerstein was not one of them 
and he knew it. He himself wrote: “I would not stand 
a chance with either (W. S. Gilbert or Lorenz Hart) in 
the field of brilliant light verse. I admire them and 

envy them their fluidity and humor, but I refuse to com- 

pete with them. Aside from my own shortcomings as 
a wit and rhymester—or perhaps because of them— 
my inclinations lead me to a more primitive type of 
lyrics. The longer I write, the more interested I be- 
come in expressing my own true convictions and 
feelings in the songs I write.” 


Hammerstein worried deeply about the truth and honesty 
of lyrics (sometimes almost worrying himself right out of a 
song. He almost didn’t write “When I Grow Too Old to 
Dream” because it suddenly occurred to him that nobody 
ever gets that old. Fortunately, he let his instinct override 
his logic and wrote it.) 

“The most important ingredient of a good song is sincer- 
ity. Let the song be yours and yours alone. However im- 
portant, however trivial, believe it,’’ Hammerstein wrote. 
This is not so easy a dictum as you might think and Ham- 
merstein himself confessed it took him years to formulate 
this advice and more years before he could follow it. 

He wrote many kinds of lyrics—character lyrics, atmos- 
phere lyrics, love lyrics, clever lyrics (though that was not 
his metier), but personally I prefer his paeans to the life urge 
itself, to the joys of nature, to the changes of the seasons: 

“June is bustin’ out all over! 
“All over the meadows and the hills!” 

Or: 

“I’m as restless as a willow in a windstorm 
“I’m as jumpy as a puppet on a string! 
“I'd say that I had spring fever 

“But I know it isn’t spring.” 

He wrote some big songs with vast themes. You can 
hardly. get a bigger song than ‘‘Ol Man River” which con- 
templates eternity itselit.

“This is a real nice clambake.

Olympics can be found at the Olympic Village where about _ 


4000 athletic men and women from 85 countries are quartered 
to the lions. 

The Olympic Village is 
guarded like Fort Knox 
with high fences around 
the entire area and scim- 
itar - swinging policemen 
at the gate watching tor 
anyone who doesn’t have 
muscles trying to snéak in. 
The reason for the secu- 
rity is not so much to keep 
strangers out as to keep 
the athletes in. A lot of 
kids at the Olympic games 
panic at the last minute 
and try to make a run 
for it. 

In Rome this is doubly 
dangerous because if they 

Ee: : make it to the Vatican 
ART BUCHWALD they’re on foreign soil and 


mitted to come in and drag 
them back. 


The Village resembles a housing development which it 
will be once the games are over. Inside the Village the 
athletes are quartered by countries in apartment houses. 


The women competitors are housed in a section 
of their own which is closed off from the men by a 
fence which is six feet and six inches high. Originally 
the committee planned to make the fence eight feet 
high so the high jumpers would have a problem getting 
over it, but then someone remembered the pole vautit- 
ers and it was decided to save the money and put 
everyone on the honor system. 


The beds have been a problem for most competitors, who 
complain they’re too soft. So most of the entries, at least 
of the American team, are sleeping on the floor. 

As for the food problem, everyone has more than enough 
to eat and the teams are fed by nationality in separate mess 
halls. Several of the larger teams brought their own cooks 
to supervise the kitchens. The Russians brought a chef to 
make the borscht, the American brought one to make ham- 
burgers, the British to supervise the making of tea. Several 
commercial companies have contributed food for the Olympics. 

Wheaties, the breakfast cereal of champions, has gotten 
into the act and can be found on the mess hall tables of all 
the restaurants every morning. 

Out of curiosity we asked Dr. Roman Wuboff of the 
Russian team medical staff if the Russians were eating their 
Wheaties. , 

“What is thees Whee-tees?” he wanted to know. 

“You know. Dry breakfast food.” 

A light came in his eyes. “Oh, you mean popcorn with 
milk on eet.”’ 

“That's right,’’ we said. ' 

“Yes, we eat it but not the boxers and weight lifters. 
Popcorn weeth meelk makes them too heavy.” 


Coca-Cola also has a lien on the Olympics and is 
being dispensed free in the mess halls. The Russian 
dining hall has four Coca-Cola coolers but the Russians 
threw out the Coca-Cola on the first day and are using 
the coolers for orangeade and bottled water. 


Since the Olympic Village is more or less an athletic 
concentration camp, there is a certain amount of griping 
going on. 

The American girl athletes have been very unhappy 
because they feel their women coaches are forcing too much 
discipline on them. 

For a while they weren’t allowed off the reservation for 
anything but practice and this caused a certain amount of 
bitterness. 

One female discus thrower told us, ‘I went out anytime 
I wanted to because my manager knew if she told the coaches 
on me I would punch her in the mouth.” 

A firm rule that the American Olympic committee laid 
down was that none of the 61 girls competing for the United 
States could wear shorts. Brenda Helser, an ex-Olympic 
swimmer who is serving as activities director for the American 
team explained the reasoning behind the edict. 

*‘We’re in Rome and shorts don’t go with the Italians. It 
isn’t that we’re bothered by the girls’ shorts being too short; 
we just don’t want their little bottoms flapping about.’’

I’m not feeling sorry for myself because I know there 
are many handicapped people in this world who are a lot 
worse off than I am. Can you help me? I’ll settle for just 
one good friend. Cj ¥, 


Dear C. V.: If you are lonely and without friends 
it’s not because of the crippling effects of polio. The 
real handicap is your personality and your sour outlook 
on life. So long as you harbor the notion that a limp 
can stand in the way of your happiness—it will. 

Millions of people who are not only handicapped 
but disfigured have a wide circle of interesting friends; 
they lead full lives, are invited, included, elected to 
office and marry and have fine families. 

Re-read some of those books and then put the 
information to use. Knowledge is of no value unless 
you put it to work for you. .

GORE VIDAL, a playwright 
in search of a seat in Congress, 
is bored to violence with peo- 
ple, particularly reporters, who 
keep asking whatever possessed 
him to run. 

Vidal is author of Broadway’s 
“The Best Man,”’ a superb and 
not too subtle satire on big time 
politics who may—or may not— 
resemble Adlai Stevenson, Har- 
ry Truman and Richard Nixon. 


. He can’t understand the general 


amazement at his entering poli- 
tics after saying all those witty 
and frequently nasty things 
about politicians in his hit play. 

In the presence of Eleanor 
Roosevelt and at a tea given in 
his honor at her Hyde Park cot- 
tage, he personally threatened 
bodily harm to anyone making 
further inquiries along these 
lines. 


“My motives,” he insisted 
with menacing urbanity, “must 
be perfectly self-evident by 
this time. I have been cam- 
paigning steadily since last 
November. I must want to do 
it and must <eel it worthwhile 
in order to have gone about 
it so strenuously. I may have 
once looked upon this as a 
lark, but I assure you I don’t 
any more.” 


Vidal, a handsome, 34-year- 
old bachelor, is running as an 
“independent Democrat” — his 
phrase—in New York’s Twenty- 
ninth Congressional District, a 
rock-ribbed Republican strong- 
hold that embraces five counties 
in the mid-Hudson river valley. 
It is an area rich in history, 
dairy farms, app’? orchards, 
monasteries, light industries and 
affluent exurbanites like Thomas 
E. Dewey, James Cagney, Low- 
ell Thomas and Vidal himself. 

Geographicafly if not emotion- 
ally, the district includes Hyde 
Park, the ancestral seat of the 
Roosevelts. But it prides itself 
on never having gone for Frank- 
lin D. or any* other Democratic 
presidential aspirant since 1860, 
when the good burghers for 
some reason rejected an upstart 
Republican named Abraham Lin- 
coln. 

Vidal’s chances of denying the 
incumbent J. Ernest Wharton, an 
upstate lawyer and dairy farmer, 
a fifth term on the Republican 
side of the House are something 
less than encouraging, but he 
sees no reason for pessimism. 
After all, a Democrat did man- 
age to slip into Congress from 
the district for a term back in 
1911. 

To friends who ask why he 
didn’t take on Representative 
John V. Lindsay in Manhattan's 
silk-stocking Republican district 
where he maintains an apart- 
ment, Vidal smiles his boyish 
little smile and cites ‘“Gore’s 
Law: Never run against a good 
man.” 

Good man, in this context, 
connotes a bright, young, articu- 
late liberal not so unlike himself 
as to give voters a real choice. 
‘*Up here,” Vidal explains, 
‘I’m running against a habit, not 
an opponent, and habits can be 
broken, even among these ardent 
devotees of William McKinley.” 

Toward that end he has for 


almost a year been dashing off 
in all directions in a dust- 
streaked station wagon to cam- 
paign in areas so remote that 
they have never seen a congres- 
sional candidate before, much 
less a Democratic one. 


In rumpled suit, button-down 
collar and horn-rimmed glasses, 
he has sipped buckets of tea 
(milk in dairy areas) with club- 
women, chatted with farmers in 
cow pastures and laborers at 
their lathes, downed untold 
flocks of chickens and pecks of 
clams at barbecues and clam- 
bakes, judged beauty contests 
and flower shows, appeared on 
radio and television, gone before 
the Elks, the Rotary, the Farm 
Bureau and “anyone else who 
will listen” and in every other 
way played the part of the eru- 
dite idealist-turned-active candi- 
date — the very fellow who 
emerged so amusingly from his 
typewriter last fall. 

As a thinking man’s Maverick 
calling down a plague on both 
parties, Vidal so far has not had 
to make any of the compromises 
that troubled Bill Russell, the 
Hamlet-like hero of his play. In 
other respects, however, he has 
become the embodiment of his 
own dramatic imagination. 


He has discovered, for in- 
stance, that lady politicians do 
wear hats, incredible hats, just 
as he mentioned in the play, 
and that it never pays to be 
too witty, a piece of advice 
that he formerly aimed at 
Adlai Stevenson but now re- 
serves for himself, men 


For Vidal, who is somewhat 
bashful though a good speaker, 
the worst part of the whole cam- 
paigning business is the walking 
tour, that inexorable march 
down Main street to shake every 
hand in sight and beg for a vote. 

“What can I say,” he plain- 
tively inquires, “after I’ve said 
hello? Remind me to ask Estes 
Kefauver some day. I’m sure he 
never beat Truman in New 
Hampshire by muttering the 
inanities I do.” 

Vidal’s problem is complicated 
by the fact that people may re- 
member the face but they can’t 
seem to do a thing with the 
name. They keep calling him 
Mr. Gore, Mr. Vore, Mr. Duval, 
and, most frequently, Mr.. Vidor, 
after the movie mogul of the 
same, name. 

Few at grass roots level recog- 
nize the candidate as the au- 
thor of eight helplessly highbrow 
novels, two smash Broadway 
hits (“A Visit to a’ Small 
Planet” was his first), several 
Oscar-winning movie scripts like 
“Ben-Hur” and “Suddenly Last 
Summer” and many television 
plays. Most, however, recall his- 
appearances on the Jack Paar 
and Dave Garroway shows. 

Despite this background, Vidal 
is not to be confused with any 
ordinary literary fish swimming 
over the dam into unfamiliar po- 
litical waters. For one thing, he 
is no literary fish, never having 
gone to college. For another, he 
has been swimming here most of 
his life. 

His grandfather was Thomas 
P. Gore, the blind Senator from 
Oklahoma, about whom he wrote 
and narrated a poignant televi- 
sion drama, ‘‘The Indestructible 
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Mr. Gore.” His father is Eugene 
Vidal, who headed the Bureau 
of Air Commerce in Franklin 
Roosevelt’s Administration. He 
has known Senator John F. Ken- 
nedy, the Democratic nominee, 
all his life and is related in a 
complicated way to Jacqueline 
Kennedy. Both had the same 
stepfather and grew up together 
for a time in the same house in 
Virginia. 

Vidal also has been, in an even 
more complicated way, a speech 
writer for both Eisenhower and 
Stevenson, and served as a po- 
litical writer for two magazines. 


A native of the district, he was 
born Eugene Gore Vidal at the 
United States Military Academy 
at West Point, where his father 
coached the football team. At 
the age of 7 he was precociously 
introduced to both literature and 
politics by being impressed into 
service as a reader for his fa- 
mous grandfather. The old man’s 
taste fan all the way from Hor- 
ace and Juvenal to windy treat- 
ises on inland waterways and 
the back pages of the Congres- 
sional Record. 

Three years later, when his 
parents separated, Vidal went to 
live permanently with the distin- 
guished blind Senator and spent 
many happy hours leading him 
about Washington and accom- 
panying him on campaigns. In 
the process he acquired a love 
for politics that never wilted, 
even in the bright lights of Hol- 
lywood and Broadway. 

Out of Phillips Exeter Acad- 
emy and into the Air Corps, Vi- 
dal burst forth on the literary 
world at 19 with the publication 
of “Williwaw,” his first novel. 
After that, he never bothered 
with formal education, but the

With characteristic de- 
termination, he allowed himself 
five years to become comfort- 
ably fixed.

I’m not so sure about Teddy, 
but the air should clear around 
about 1968.” 

On another occasion, he told 
an interviewer that he has al- 
ways felt he would “rather be 
President than write.”

Exposure to X-Rays 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

ABOUT SIX YEARS AGO my daughter had X-ray treat- 
ments on her face for acne. Could this amount of radiation 
have made her sterile? She is now 26, has been married 


six years and is childless. Her doctor can find nothing 


wrong with her. A.D. 


No, the X-ray for acne could not have caused 
sterility. I realize, naturally, that a great deal has 
been printed about the dangers of excessive radi- 
ation, whether from fallout or otherwise. It is well 
for us to guard against excessive (or, indeed, any 
needless radiation), but we must also keep in mind 
that moderate radiation (X-ray) for useful purposes 
is not to be feared. 


Since people in general do not have the time or oppor- 
tunity to study this whole topic in detail, learning how many 
Roentgen units are involved in a single X-ray, or what 
tiny fractional portion of one is represented in a single 
X-ray exposure, it leaves a great many ‘of us wondering: 
How much is too much? How careful should I be? Should 
I worry about being harmed by X-ray? r 

What you want from me is a practical rule of thumb, 
not a scientific dissertation. First of all, in your daughter's 
ase, X-ray treatments of the skin of the face had no effect 
on the matter of sterility, because the rays did not reach 
the procreative, or reproductive organs. 

Since your daughter has been checked by her doctor 
and nothing was found wrong, I'd ask this: Has her husband 
been examiried? For sterility is as apt to be on his part 
as on hers. My advice, in fact, is always to check the 
husband first, because this is easier and less expensive, 
And since either partner in the marriage can have some 
flaw or defect preventing conception, why should the blame 
be automatically placed on the women first? 

But to go on about radiation: The best rule of thumb 
is this: When X-ray is clearly needed, either for diagnosis 
or treatment, go ahead and have it. The amount of radiation 


is not going to be big enough, for any practical purpose, 
to do any harm.

Problem of the Family Farm 


By Leonard Hall 


A LOT. OF GOOD TALK goes 
On, these summer days, out un- 
der the sugar maple trees in 
the side yard, With farmers, it 
is mostly about the family farm 
and its hopes for the future. 
When we compare our conversa- 
tions with those who live on the 
land and those who come from 
the towns, it sometimes seems 
that no way of earning a liveli- 
hood is so little understood and 
beset by so many misunder- 
standings as farming. 


One of the most common 
misconceptions has to do with 
what constitutes a “family 
farm.” Many city folk seem to 


we are rid of all family farms, 
the better. This idea gets en- 
couragement from certain sec- 
tors of American agriculture 
and even from their represent- 
atives in high echelons in gov- 
ernment. 


This concept of the family 
farm represents an error in 
thinking which should be cor- 
rected once and for all. There 
are actually about 4,500,000 land 
units in this’ country which are 
classed as farms and these fall 
into three distinct groups. 


At the bottom are some 2,000,- 
000 or 45 per cent of part-time 
and submarginal farms which 
are placed together not because. 
they are alike, but because they 
produce almost no crops for 
sale on the agricultural market. 
They grow no more than 5 per 
cent of all crops and thus do 
not affect prices or surpluses; 
in fact, they hardly enter into 
the farm picture. . Part-time 
farms supported by jobs in town 
and producing little or nothing 
for sale do not need the help 
of a farm program. Submarginal 
farmers need help, but it must 
be in some other form than price 
supports. Perhaps the answer 
here lies in child aid and other 
semi-charity programs, plus 
assistance in finding more stable 
means of earning a livelihood. 

The second group also con- 
sists of about 2,000,000 farms 
which make up 45 per cent of 
the total. These farms, however, 
produce half of all our oe and

fiber and account for a large 
percentage of the valuable high- 
protein foods such as meat, milk 
and the like. Average size of 
these farms is about 200 acres; 
they represent a per-farm invest- 
ment of some $75,000, and they 
provide a full-time job for the 
owner, his family and often some 
outside labor, These farms prob- 
ably contribute more to agri- 
culture and to the American way 
of life and standard of living 
than any other occupational 
group of similar size. They are 
the true “family farms” and yet 
they are the ones which are, 
in many cases, being forced to 
the wall by the present situa- 
tion in agriculture. 


Finally is a small group of 
big land operators who make 
up 10 per cent of the total land 
units. These market approxi- 
mately 45 per cent of all crops. 
But they also raise the bulk of 
the crops which are today in 
-surplus supply. They turn these 
over to the Government and 
receive some 90 per cent of all 
price support money. Here is 
a group of land operators, in 
other words, who farm not for 
use but because they are guar- 
anteed a profit under our pres- 
ent farm program. This pro- 
gram ‘is rapidly bankrupting 
the family farms of our nation, 
is mining the fertility of the- 
soil on nearly half our farm 
land at a high rate, and is cost- 
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the farmer's share was $5.50; 
today when the same basket 
costs $14, the farmer only gets 
$5.60. Marketing costs have risen 
80 times faster than farm prices. 
And farmers, who still make up 
12 per cent of our population, 
earn only 4 per cent of the na- 
tional income. 


Unless we relieve family farms 
of the handicaps under which 
they operate compared with the 
big land exploiters who produce 
for government subsidy and 
guaranteed profits, disaster lies 
ahead not only for family farms 
but for our entire economy.
